losing battle with the executive branch, over which the 
people have no certain control whatever, for the right to 
decide upon taxes. Yet the power to tax out of existence, 
or indeed the power to tax indiscriminately without public 
consent, is the power of tyrants and despots, 
Programs of controls now being launched will 
greatly widen the authority of the government over both 
manpower and materials, but these authorities already 
were great. The power to draft is in itself a denial of eco­ 
nomic freedom on a scale so vast that only the direst emer­ 
gency and the utmost restraint on the part of the govern­ 
ment could ever justify it. Likewise, the power to with­ 
hold goods from the public, the power to ; ush prices to 
fantastic heights by artificial shortages, the power to seize 
here and to give away there, arbitrary power of this nature 
exercised without specific authorization and with substan­ 
tially no means of recall, redress or review in the hands of 
the people— these are dictatorial powers infinitely stir 
passing in their final vicious effei t th** rawest unrestrained 
arrogance of the most brazen feudal baron. 
The ultimate wickedness which i government can 
commit, the deadliest of the deadly sins of rulers, and the 
most paralyzing abuse of economics, is the debasing of 
the currency in which a people transacts its affairs. 
There can be no freedom of any sort, economic or 
otherwise, under inflation. 
I he power to squander un­ 
countable billions in sham currency intl tinsel tired hor 
rowings is a monstrous power which it seems almost in 
credible that a race of mankind should ever surrender 
voluntarily to a captious, unruly government— yet it has 
happened in this nation, and the bills therefor will be 
presently passed along to be absorbed by millions of pri 
vate citizens and by millions more still unborn. 
If the American people are content to be reduced >o 
economic serfdom by their government, they then must 
be content also to have the government call the tune for 
their every daily action. 


But it then becomes ridiculous for men to talk of this 
ag "the land of the free", or to make Fourth o f July 
speeches about our liberties and rights.

The Student Who Can't Spell 


ly CARRY CUVEIAND MYERS, RH D. 
WHEN a child in the primary 
trades finds it hard to spell, he 
may have trouble only with his 
regular 
spelling 
lessons. 
But 
when a person in the upper 
grades, high school or college 
spells poorly he meets with many 
annoyances, rebukes and em­ 
barrassments in connection with 
what he writes in other subjects. 
As his teacher naturally is sensi­ 
tive to errors in spelling in his 
written work, she may be so a n ­ 
noyed thereby as not to like very 
well what he has written. Indeed, 
she may Incline to grade a paper 
in history, geography or science 
much lower than if no words in 
the paper had been misspelled. 
The poor speller is likely to be 
ridiculed at school or at home for 
his poor spelling. He may loathe 
to write letters to his friends for 
fear his spelling errors might be 
laughed at. This poor speller may 
lose considerable self-regard and 
•appose he never will be able to 
spell. 
Poor Speller 
Some parents help the poor 
speller to suppose he “was born 
that way,” by often referring to 
the other parent or to an aunt 
or uncle who “never could spell.” 
Yet any person with nearly nor­ 
mal vision and hearing, who can 
learn other school subjects fairly 
well, can learn to spell, if he has 
proper help and reassurance. 
(My bulletin, “Home Helps for 
Poor Spellers” may be had in a 
stamped envelope sent me in 
cs re of this paper). 
“Dear Dr. Myers: 
*T have one son in the ninth 
grade and one in his second year 
t*f college and neither can spell. 
I tell them to break their words 
up into syllables but they know 
nothing about that or sounding 
their words out. The older son 
asked for spelling al eoilege last 


year and was told to order a Its! 
of misspelled words from the 
publishers of the dictionary. He 
misspells so many words I’m 
afraid the dictionary would be 
better as a spelling book. Please 
offer some advice.” 
How to Succeed 
In part, I replied: You and the 
former teachers have erred la 
condemning these boys for their 
poor spelling without showing 
them in sufficient detail how to 
succeed at spelling. 
The son in college might be 
persuaded to keep a list of words 
which give him most trouble, 
adding dally to this list, and 
spending twenty minutes a day 
learning to spell a few of these 
words. He might hire a classmate 
to print or write these words with 
correct spelling for him. For a 
very poor speller to look up such 
words in a dictionary is so dis­ 
couraging as to . seem hopeless. 
Have you ever tried to look up 
a word the first part of which you 
couldn’t spell? 
He also may need some help In 
basic letter-sounds in breaking 
up words into syllables. Most of 
all, he needs to drive himself to 
spell the word and prone unce it 
over and over while iookin*j right 
at it a number of times before 
trying to spell it from memory— 
to put emphasis on precision so 
as never to practice on it wrong. 
Fine if this college student had 
{a 
sympathetic 
roommate 
to 
whom he could say at any time, 
“How do you spell—?” 
•Cultivate 
comfortable 
rela­ 
tionships with the younger son. 
Patiently help him copy correctly 
the words he has misspelled la 
his written work at school and 
help him to learn to spell them. 
Make him feel free to ask you at 
any time to spell a word for him 
when he is preparing written 
work a t horns

The costs of carrying out Penn- 


svlvania's fish program, both in th** 
state and in Burka County, is high, 
according to Harry 
Z. Cole, fish 
warden of Bucks and Montgomery 
counties. T here are few individuals, 
including sportsmen, it is stated, 
who realize what the cost Is. 
Although the cost of each fish 
placed in Bu* ks county stream s is 
not known, it could he figured out 
In dollars and cents when the Fish 
Commission's annual report Is sub 
tnitted later this month. 
It is known that it rusts $275,000 
alone, to feed the fish In th** vail 
nu* Pennsylvania hat* lo r i e s , and 
that It probably rusts more to stock 
the Hucks county streams, because 
the haul is longer to tills section 
of th** State. 
In 11*4!* a total of $1,2,18,492 was 
paid for 
Pennsylvania 
fishing 
li­ 
censes at $2 apiece, and this money 
is tined to conduct th** State's fish 
management program. T here is no 
other source of revenue received 
by th** Fisti Commission.
